A year and a half afterward I stood 
by the casket of that good woman, 
my heart aching as it will hardly 
ache peiulips when I pass the casket 
in which my own mother will he 
sleeping. As I paused that casket I 
thought of the winter's night when 
she said to me, "C'otne in, child;" 
and 1 sort of hope that if wo are to he 
admitted Into the eternal kingdom, 
she will be there and will s,ay to me, 
"Come in, child, come in, child," as 
on that winter's night.
